Geneva, Sept. 16. 


The League of Nations Council has: decided, in 
private session, to refer the Chinese appeal for action 
against Japan under Article XVII of the Covenant, to the 
reconstructed Advisory Committee, originally consisting 
of 23 nations, which will convene early next week. 

This decision allows for more elastic procedure than 
if the question were considered by. the ‘Council itself. 
Dr. Wellington Koo, the Chinese representative here, has 
accepted the decision, subject to the reservation that if 
any occasion arises he can claim the right to refer the 
matter back-to the Council and retain all his rights under 
Article XVII of the Covenant. 

The most important feature of the decision of the 
League Council, the question of whether, an American 
observer will sit on the committee, is unlikely to arise, at 
any rate in the immediate future—Reuter.

The washing-up basin should always 
be half-Alled with water before the 
china js put in. The practice of 
pouring hot water on the china placed 
in an empty bowl !s unwise, as it 
cnuses countless cracks to ..appear. 
Use borax to soften the water, never 
soda, particulgrly in the case of china 
bearing a gold pattern. Soda makes 
the pattern wear off quickly,

When you have to wash very 
valuable china, it is a wise  pre- 
caution to place a folded tea-towel or 
thin rubber mat in the bottom of ‘the 
washing-up basin, to prevent "ec- 
cidents and lessen the risk of chips 
and cracks. China should not be 
left to drain too long, for If the water 
dries on it is dificult to remove the 
marks. All china should be thor- 
cugbly dried before being placed in 
the cupboard especially dishes which 
ure not in constant-use. 


Sometimes ‘a tea or dinner service 
used only on rare occasions develops 
unly greyish spots, caused by mildew, 
‘A remedy for this !s to rub the spots 
lwith a lemon dipped in starch.

A striking indication of what 
united determination can do is 
provided by the rapidity with 
which the Nyon conference of 
interested Powers decided ‘upon 
an effective scheme to squash 
the piratical activities of sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean.

proposals put forward by Italy 
was that the matter should be 
dealt with under the auspices of 
the Non-Intervention Commit- 
tee, rather than by a special con- 
ference of the Mediterranean 
Powers. Britain, however, en- 
visayed needless delay if this 
procedure were adopted. Italy, 
moreover, wanted parity in the 
patrol scheme, for precisely 
what reason has not been dis- 
closed. Indications now are that 
it may be possible to devise 
arrangements whereby the Ita- 
lian viewpoint would be largely 
met; if so, this will be all to the 
yood, for the work is one which 
all Mediterranean Powers should 
snare, and nothing would give 
Britain and France greater satis-. 
faction than Italian co-oporation 
in the scheme. This Would place 
Italy's bona fides in the matter 
beyond dispute. The main value 
of the scheme which has been de- 
cided upon is, as we have ob- 
served, to be found in the fact 
that when ‘powerful nations 
agree on a course of action, they 
can put their wishes into effect. 
In this instance, not only have 
Britain and France made it 
known that they are united in 
policy, but that, if needs be, they 
will not hestitate to sink any 
warship that illegally interferes 
with merchant vessels. In other 
words, warnings will be followed 
by deeds, should the occasion 
arise. The pity of it is, that a 
like policy has not been more 
generally adopted in past crises, 
for there have been almost in- 
numerable occasions in recent 
times when a definite display of 
strength .and determination 
might have deflected wrongdoers 
from aggression and other inde- 
fenslble conduct. .We have, in 
the Sino-Japanese crisis, a strik- 
ing example of the effect of tem- 
porising when treaties are violat- 
ed and territorial rights ‘ridden 
over rolgh-shod.” ‘World opinion 
seems almost wholly on the side 


IORELLO LA 
: GUARDIA, of .. the 
stature and. girth of 
Napoleon, once called him- 
self a Man of Destiny. 
This year'‘he has a ren- 
dezvous with destiny. He 
is running for re-election 
as mayor of New York. La 
Guardia is a reform mayor; 
and no xeform mayor of 
New . York ever was re- 
elected; nor has any mzayor 
of New York in ‘modern 
times ever risen to higher 
office. : 

But La Guardia may not be 
through, not even if he loses to 
his bitter enemy, Tammany Hall, 
in the November election. Wil- 
lam Allen White, the sage of 
Emporia, Kansas, “has startled 
and shocked Republicans by 
likening La Guarda to Lincoln, 
and advising them to choose him 
as their leader. : 

That hurt, for La Guardia isa 
‘radical. He fights to the Ieft of 
Roosevelt and the New Deal. .He 
may not think more radically 
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than the President, but where 
Mr. Roosevelt smiles urbanely 
and persuades and: compromises, 
La Guardia scowls and declaims 
and compromises less often. 


All his.public life he has been 
n vituperative scrapper. And 
he has always stormed and sworn 
on behalf of the average man. 


He is far removed from’ the 
wordly wing of the Republican 
Party...

Mayor La Guardia is a New 
York-burn Italian. His father 
was musician in an army band, 
and Fiorcllo was brought up in 
the open spaces in the West. Be- 
ing small, and in a horse country, 
he wanted to be a jockey. His 
parents saved him from it, hop- 
ing to make him an accountant. 
At 19 he went abroad in the con-, 
sulate service. 


He fearned languages, and re- 
turned in his middle twenties to 
be interpreter at Ellis Island. 


Ho read law.and was admitted to.- 


the Bar. Then he got into poli- 
tics, where he has remained with- 
out recess. . 


Elected to Congress, he soon 
showed hfs incapacity to do the 
conventional thing. When prices 
were rising, he stood before the 
House of Representatives, and 
pulled from under his coat a 
lamb chop and a small beefsteak. 
The lamb chop had cost him a 
shilling, the steak four shillings. 
Waving the raw meat through 
the Congressional air, he cried 
out for justice to the housewife.

The 
Tammany wheelhorse, Surrogate 
Judge O’Brien, who had been 
elected for a short term as mayor 
following the resignation of 
Joseph McKee, who was acting 
mayor after Walker’s flight, car- 
ried the Tammany banner. 

Jim Farley, Postmaster-Gen- 
era} and arch-realist in handling 
national Democratic _ politics, 
drafted. McKee, a really good 
candidate, and pushed him into 
the field. La Guardia became

in New York City) joined hanu. 
with reform elements to back 
him. 

La Guardia beat McKee by. 
260,000 votes und won, Tam- 
muny’s O'Brien coming in a bad 
third. But he was a minority 
victor, with 327,000 fewer than 
half the votes cast. This year 
it will be a straight fight with a 
revived and regalvanised Tam- 
many. ; 

As mayor La Guardia hagn’t, 
of course, -managed to purify 
the city, the courts, the police, 
drive out all gangsters, eliminate 
graft in city contracts. But he 
has made o good start at all 
these herculean tasks. His has 
been-the most honest administra- 
tion since 1917, when Mitchell 
was reform mayor, "

record for multiplicity of tem- 
pestuous interests, for being 
everywhere, doing everything, 
speaking on every occasion. Is 
there a big fire? La Guardia 
will inevitably appear in his car, 
siren screaming: Is it an acci- 
dent on the elevated railroad?

“CASE OF SUICIDE 


CHINESE TAKES OVERDOSE 
OF OPIUM 


Death from acuto oplum polsoning, 
self-administered at a time when his 
mind was slightly affected by money 
troubles, was the verdict returned 
by the jury nat the Kowloon Magis. 
tracy yesterday at an Inquest held 
concerning the death of Au Chuk, 33, 
who died in the Kwong Wah Hospital 
on August 1. Mr. K. M. A. Barnett 
sot as Coroner, while the jury com- 
prised Messrs. .F. Hamblin (Fore- 
man), Fung Pak-ngok and A. P. 
Rosario. Inspector W. G. Russell 
represented the Police. 

Dr. G. H. Henry stated that death 
had been due-to acute opium pofson= 
ing. ‘Deceased had two ribs broken, 
but they in no way accelerated or 
were the cause of death. The trent- 
ment for opium polsoning was the 


washing out of the stomach, injec-. 


tlons of strychnine and the administ- 
ering of hot coffee. Arlificial res- 
Pirntion was also used, and the 


‘|process- would. require a special 


practice. An‘ inexperienced man 
might apply too much force and thus 
fracture the ribs, 

Dr. Chung Yik-san, medical oMcer 
In charge of the Hunghom public 
dispensary, gave evidence of having 
been called in by deceased on July 
31. Deceased was then treated, and 
he prescribed for indigestion. An 
overdose of the medicine prescribed 
would not have been harmful. 

Broken Ribs 

Dr. Mak Kal-cham, Medical OMcer 
of the Kwong Wah Hospital, stated 
that decensed was brought into the 
hospital at 5. p.m. on August 1. In- 
jJections of atrophine and strychnine 
were prescribed together with a 
stomach wash. Hot coffee was also 
xiven to the patient. At 7 p.m. his 
conditlon had become worse, and 
witness gave orders to the attendants 


‘that artificial respiration was to be 


applied if necessary, but witness 
was to be informed immediately, 
Deceased Uled at 9.50 p.m. Witness 
admitted that the ribs might have 
been broken during artificial respira- 
tion. . 

LI Sau-chun, widow of deceased, 
stated that at 1 a.m.’only ‘July 31 
deceased returned home and sald 
that he was frightened because he 
constantly heard voices telling him 
to “go.” He said that he had heard 
them three times. Dr. Chung was 
called in at 11 a.m. About 3 p.m. 
deceased complained of dcing dizzy 
and then stated that he had taken $3 
worth of oplum. ‘When asked why, 
he replied that he was owing money. 
He was later transferred to the 
Kwong Wah Hospital, 

The jury then retired for a short 
time and returned the above verdict,

N the days before invention had 
largely ousted reflectlon in the 
Western hemisphere,“ when most 
people valued tntellectual profundity 
tore than mental ingenuity, and the 
materlal sclences had not largely 
displaced literary studics, boys were 
compelled to acquire at least. a 
smattering of the Latin.

“Ex pede Herculem” 
may be aptly translated as meaning 
that you may judge the whole con- 
signment from a fair sample, Literal- 
ly, of course, it signifies that one can 
estimate the stature of Hercules by 
mensuring his foot. - 


This ofd Latin tag seems to me to 
apply most forcibly to our recent 
experiences with the refugee Span- 
!sh children's camps In this country. 
Though an almost excessive degree 
of reticence -has been observed in 
repnrd to these Improvised usylurns, 
the public. has heard of strange 
emeutes by the inmates, Many and 
even most of the youthful emigre: 
may be of exemplary conduct, But 
some of them, making every aliow- 
ance for thelr ‘distressing and dis- 
turbing experiences, have displayed 
deplorable behaviour, It js, in fact, 
no seceret that their conduct” has 
gravely shocked and even disillu- 
sioned many of the emotionalists who 
have gencrously supported the re- 
lef funds, 


“Shell Shock’ 


These turbulent spirits have shown 
an utter intolerance of even_ the 
mildest forms of discipline. They 
have revolted with violence even 
under verbal reproof. Police asstat- 
ance has been necessary in order to 
quell these riots, and the youthful 
rebels resisted -with sticks, stones, 
and even knives, Now !t has been 
deemed expedient to repatriate a 
number of the ringleaders, that num- 
ber being stated variously nat from 
fifteen to twenty. . 

We are not informed to which 
political camp ip Spain these muti- 
neers belony, but some of us might 
make a shrewd guess. What in- 
terests me, however, is the attltude 
towards these manifestations odopt- 
ed by those In charge of the cump 
mainly concerned, and especially 
that of Mr. Wilfrid Roberts, M.P., the 
honorary secretary of the Spanish 
Relief Committee. : 

He states that the Committce are 
not alarmed at the “incidents,” but 
only at the bad name. sttch occur~ 
rences give the refugees aso whole, 
He claims that out of nearly. 4,000 
children only 15 have turned out 
badly. “These,” he says, “are boys 
of reformatory type.” ‘ 
_ n- this Iatter conclusion I am 
stronily disposed to agree with him. 
Though I find -it puzzling to fit this 
description in with his later state- 
ment that thet utter unnmenability 
to discipline Is’ “largely duc to the 
fect that they are suffering from shell 
shocle,” 


An Old Spanish Custom . 


An intlmnte acqualntance with a 
good many adult cnses of shell shoclc 
enables me to say with conviction 
that Indisciptine was never one of 
{ts symptoms. Nor om I convinced 
that Mr. Roberts’s diagnosis of shell 
shock in the case of these young 
Basque hooligans Js scientifically uc- 
curate. T think he {s mistaken in 
the’symptoms. 

But where Mr. Roberts and 1 part 
company most completely is when 
he makes the following remarkable 
declaration. “I. do not know nny- 
thing about knife-throwing,” he. is 
reported us stating, “but-the boys do 
produce knives occasionally. That 
Js an old Spanish custom, just as 
English boys produce silcks, stones, 
ond catapults.” 

That strikes me, quite frankly, as 
being: arose libel,” in such a con- 
nection, on our Finglish boys and the 
boys of Scotland and Wales on well.

Actually these youthful Basque 
yymptoms, on the part of boys 
brought from “Left? Spanish terri- 
tory, seems to me to Indicate pretty 
plainly the real character of the’ 
trouble in Spain, I hold no brief 
for Franco or the Nationalists, but I 
confess that, ex pede Herculem, the 
deportment 6f these Basque youths 
does Jend convincing colour to the 
case ugainst, the apathy of the 
Madrid Popular Front Government. 
_ If. these boys ‘of “reformatory type” 
are falr sumples of the sort of be- 
haviour shown by Spanish Com- 
munists before the civil war started, 
then my, sympathies are bound to go 
forth to General Franco’s endeavour 
to suppress them, These may be 
controversial matters, though per- 
sonally .I regard them as highly 
significant, and a3 important reliable 
testimony amidst a welter of lying 
propaganda from all sources. 

What is beyond controversy, how- 
ever, stems to me to be the Inndvi- 
sability of bringing these unhappy 
youngsters to: this’ country, and, 
having done so, of (permitting them 
to retain Knives to be “occasionally 
produced, 


We have our own unhappy young- 
asters. But so far, though there is no 
saying how far imported evil com- 
munications may corrupt jood man- 
ners, we have had no such troubles 


- in our sorely distressed areas with 


Britlsh youths as the Spanish Relleft 
Committee has encountered in its re- 
fugee camps. I question whether 
the difference !s explalnable on the 
ground of shell shock, 

With a certain type of emotional- 
ist, of whom this country apparently 
has an unfortunate monopoly, charity 
begins abrond, and often enough ends 
there, What necessity wos there to 
bring these Spanish youngsters away 
from their own land? It was, no 
matter what emotionalism may plead, 
a direct breach of the non-interven- 
tion policy which we have so strenu- 
ously and futilely advocated. If the 
urge to benefaction was overwhelm- 
ing, are there not abundant direc- 
tions In which, even amongst young 
people in distress, it could satisty its 
yearnings in our own “country? 
Exhibttiontsn 


I feel that the Spanish Relicf Com- 
mittee, hod jt looked around, might 
have found more useful philanthro- 
ple work nearer to its hand in the 
slu.is of some of our own #reat in- 
dustrial centres. In fact, lo be ex~ 


plicit, I cannot resist the suspicion” 


that the emotionalism that took these 
Basque refugee children under its 
wing was influenced as7much by 
political aversion “from the Franco 
party as by sympathy with tho 
sufferings of the other side. The 
whole thing .savours unpleasantly of 
exhibitionism, -And that is what the 
emotionalists mainly suffer from. 

Iam. deeply sorry for — these 
wretched young emigres. Most of 
all am I sorry for those of “seforma- 
tory type’ who have Incked the 
blessings of firm parental and other 
disciplIne,in thelr own country. But 
If we begin to import all the unfor- 
tunates, young or old, for whom we 
may have just cause to feel Intense 
sorrow and sympathy in different 
parts of the world, we shall have 
our hands full, So full, In fact, that 
the troubles of pcople of our own 
race at our own doorsteps may very 
well’ have to go unheeded and un- 
tended. 

A little practical exhibltionism in

causes countless cracks to appear. 
Use borax to soften the water, never 
soda, particularly in the case of china 
bearing a gold pattern. Soda makes 
the pattern wear off quickly. 


When you have to wash very 
valuable china, It is a’ wise pre- 
cautlon to place a folded tea-towel or 
thin rubber mat in the bottom of the 
washing-up basin; to prevent ¢- 
eldents and lessen the risk of chips 
and cracks. China should not be 
left to drain too long, for if the water 
dries on it is dificult to remove the 
marks. AH china should ‘be thor- 
ourhty dried before being placed in 
the cupboard especially dishes which 
are not in constant use. 


Sometimes a tea or dinner service 
used only on rare occasions develops 
ugly greyish spots, causcd by mildew. 
A remedy for this is to rub the spots 
with a lemon dipped in starch. 


Mending Broken Pleces 


Do not try to mend = china-ware 
with cement or glue. Try this way: 
—Break up a small piece of isinglass 
ond put it Into an cyg-cup. Add a 
hittle vinegar to dissolve St. The 
fluid should: be of the consistency of 
syrup. Palnt thls on to the clean 
edges of the broken china with a fine 
camel-hair .brush, then press them 
together. Hold In position for a few

To repair ao large bowl which: has 
been badly broken, prepare some 
ordinury flour paste and some strips 
of IInen about 1% inch wide. Place 
the broken pieces together carcfully, 
and bind round with the strips 2f 
linen, which have previously been 
covered on the inner side with the 
paste. Secure tightly by pasting the 
edges neatly one over the other, If 
the strips are painted over to match 
the china, the mend cannot be de- 
tected until closely scrutinised. If 
the bowl has chips along the cracks 
Inside, fill them with plaster of Paris 
mixed with a Mlttle water. When 
the plaster hardens smooth it down 
with emery-paper. It should then 
be perfectly watertight. Them linen 
strips, of course, are put on the out- 
side of the bowl, 


When storing china, or packing for 
removal, use plenty of soft paper and 
straw. ° Tea or dinner services should 
be packed in Iayers,; with packing be- 
tween cach layer, Jugs, cups, and 
saucers, &c., must all be wrapped up 


separately, and the Insides of jugs’ 


and cups stuffed with newspaper. 
Paper should-also be twisted tightly 
round the handles. Fill up with 
Paper or corrugated 
spaces between the articles.

WHAT UNITY © 
CAN ACHIEVE 


‘A striking indication of what 
united determination can do is 
provided by the rapidity with 
which the Nyon conference of 
interested Powers decided upon 
an effective scheme to squash 
the piratical activities of sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean. 
Britain and France, whose 
vessels have suffered at the 
hands of unknown naval mar- 
auders, took the initiative in the 
matter and were able to securc 
the co-operation of a number of 
other nations in the task which 
they had fully made up their 
minds to undertake. Unhappily, 
Italy, stood out from participa- 
tion excepting on certain condi- 
tions which were not immediate- 
ly acceptable to the prime movers 
inthe seheme. ‘There is, how- 
ever, now some prospect of the 
Italian Navy also having a‘share 
in the patrol plan, One of the 
proposals put forward by Italy 
was: that the matter should be 
dealt with under the auspices of 
the Non-Intervention Commit- 
tee, rather than by a special con- 
ference of the Mediterranean 
Powers. Britain, however, en- 
visaged needless delay if. this 
procedure were adopted. Italy, 
moreover, wanted parity in the 
patrol scheme, for precisely 
what reason has not been dis- 
closed. Indications now are that 
it may be possible to devise 
arrangements whereby the Ita- 
lian viewpoint would -be largely 
met; if so, this will be all to the 
good, for the work is one which 
all Mediterranean Powers should 
share, and nothing would give 
Britain ‘and France greater satis- 
faction than Italian co-operation 
in the scheme. | This would place 
Italy’s bona fides in the matter 
beyond dispute. The main value 
of the scheme which has been de- 
cided upon -is, as we have ob- 
served, to be found in the faet 
that when powerful nations 
agree on 2 course of action, they 
can put their wishes into effect. 
In this instance, not only have 
Britain and France made it

Troops: Rush To 
Extricate 
‘Many = Injured 


Cologne, Sept. 16. 

Numerous persons were injured in 
the collapse of a prandatand at the 
historic Longerath Field, Gertrue 
denhof, to-day. 

Five thousand were tn, the stand, 
Including all of the Rhincland oMcial- 
dom, social celebrities and: forelin 
diplomats, watching the great ormy 
manoeuvres, : 

The purade of the 26th Division had 
just started, when the occupants of 
‘the stand rose to salute and the stand 
erashed under thelr movement, fall- 
Ing forward. The parade was lImme- 
dintely halted and troops were rush- 
ed to extricate the Injured, the 
majority of whom suffered from 
broken Imbs, ; 

The stand collapsed slowly, official 
diplomatic and consular representa 
tives, who were scuted In the front of 
the ind escaping: uninjured, except 
for the Belgian viee-consul, whose 
foot ‘was hurt, An eye-witness 
estimates that about 1,000 persons, 
seated high up In the back of the 
atand, were Injured, most of them 
receiving, broken legs and urms and 
body bruises. They were attended on 
the spot or taken to hospital at 
Eushirchen.—Reuter, 


LIBEL CLAIM 
FAILS 


CARTOON WHICH WAS 
RESENTED 


Mr, Justice RE. Lindsell gave 
Judgment this morning in the claim 
of the China Chemical Works, Ltd., 
v. Leong Shlu-ha_ and the Empire 
Printing Press, td. for $t,000 
damoges for libel. 

He said: This js an action for libel 
in which the plainti! company, ax 
the munufacturers of a Chinese con- 
dimont powder known as “Kun Yam 
Fan", seck to recover damages from 
the defendunts, the proprietor of the 
Chinese Star and the paper itself, in 
respect of a cartoon which appeared 
In the issue of that paper of May 15, 
1997, and of which the alleged 
innuendo {s, in the words of the cn+ 
dorsement on the writ,) “That the 
plaintiffs’ safd condiment Koon Yum 
powder, js a harmful and Injurious 
preparation and that the plaintiffs 
are callously enriching themselves by 
its sule although they know it to be 
harmful and Injurlous’, 

The cartoon $n entitled “The 
Swollen Bellies” and denicts the 
emaciated ond apparently dying figure 
of oa man with u distended 

* ¥omach lying on the ground, 
and oa bowl beside him — on 
which are the Chinese characters 
“Kun Yam Pan" (that fs, the same 
characters which the plaintiffs have 
adopted as the name of this condi- 
ment), and also u large and pros- 
perous-looking man with a large 
paunch standing by, or in the act of 
moving away with oo self-satisfied 
look on his face, 


NO KNOWLEDGE ~~ 


I am entirely satisfied (indeed It 
was not challenged by the plaintiffs) 
there exists in north-west China 2 
cluy known as "Kun Yun Fan" which 
in {Imes of famine such as occurred in 
the carly part of the present suminer, 
the poor classes are reduced to using 
as food with injurious effects, as has 
often been mentioned in the Hong- 
kong Chinese papers, that the inten- 
tion of thls cartoon was to pillory the 
prosperous Chinese merchunt who 
remained Indifferent to the sufferings 
of the famine-stricken populuce of 
North-West China and would not 
subscribe to their relict; and that 
neither the cartoonist nor the pro- 
prictor of the paper had any Iknow- 
ledge of the existence of the plaintiffs’ 
condiment bearing the same name.

It admir- 
ably exemplifies the clarity, brevity, 
and crispness which were the intel- 
Jectual virtues of Mussolint's com- 
patriots two thousand years before 
they went in for black shirts and 
enstor oll. “Ex pede Herculem" 
may be aptly transInted as meaning 
that you may judge the whole con- 
signment from a falr sample. Literal- 
ly, of vourse, ft signifies that one can 
estimate the stature of Hercules by 


‘mensuring his foot. . 


This old Latin tag seems to me to 
apply most forcibly to our. recent 
experiences with the refygee Span- 
Ish. children’s camps' in this country. 
Though an almost excessive degree 
of reticence -has been observed In 
regard to thése improvised asylums, 
‘the public has heard of strange 
emeutes by the inmates. Many and 
even most of the youthful emigre: 
may he‘of exemplary conduct. But 
some of them, making every allow- 


canee for thelr distressing and dis- 
turbing experiences, have displayed. 


deplorable behaviour, It is, In fact, 
no secret that their canduct has 
gravely . shocked and even disillu- 
sioned mony of the emotionalists who 
have gencrously supported the re- 
lief funds, 


These turbulent spirits have shown 
an utter {ntolerance of even the 
mildest forms of discipline, They 
have revolted with violence oven 
under verbal reproof. Police ‘nssist- 
ance hos been necessary In order to 
quéll these riots, ond the youthful 
with sticks, stones, 
and even knives. Now St has been 
deemed expedient to repatriate a 
number of the ringleaders, that num- 
ber being stated variously at from 
fifteen to twenty. . 

We are not. informed to which 
polltical camp in Spain these muti- 
neers belong, but some of us might 
male oa shrewd guess. What. in- 
terests me, however, js. the attitude 
towarda these manifestations adopt- 
ed by those In charge of the cump 
mainly concerned, and especially 
that of Mr, Wilfrid Roberts, M.P., the 
honorary secretary of the Spanish 
Relief Committee. 

He states that the Committee are 
not nlarmed at the “incidents,” but 
only at the bad name such occur- 
rences give the refugees as a whole. 
He claims that out of nearly. 4,000 
children only 15 ‘have turned out 
badly. “These,” he says, “are, boys 
of reformatory type.” 

‘In this latter conclusion I am 
strongly disposed to agree with him. 
Though I find it puzzling to 1lt this 
description in with his later state- 
ment that their utter unamenabillty 
to discipline Is “Iargely duc to the 
fact that they are suffering from shell 
shock.” 


An Old Spanish Custom 


- An Intimate acquaintance with o 
good many adult cases of shell shock 
enables me to say with . conviction 
that indisclpline was never one of 
Its symptoms. Nor_am I convinced 
that Mr. Roberts's dingnosls of shell 
shock in the case of these young 
Basque hooligans is scientifically uc- 
curate. I think he {fs mistaken in 
the symptoms. 

But where Mr. Roberts and 1 part 
company most completely is when 
he makes the following remarkable 
declaration. “I do not know any~- 
thing about knife-throwing,” he 3s 
reported us stating, “but the boys do 
produco knives occasionally. | That 
is ati old Spanish. custom, just os 
Engilsh boys produce sticks, stones, 
and catnpults.”’. ;

Actually ‘these youthful Basque 
symptoms, on -the part of boys 
brought from “Left" Spanish terri- 
tory, seems to-me to indicate pretty 
plainly the real character of the 
trouble In Spain. I hold no brief 
for Franco or the Nationalists, but I 
confess that, ex: pede Herculem, the 
deportment of these Basque youths 
does lend convincing colour to the 
case against the apathy of.. the 


*. Madrid Popular Front Government, 


If these boys of “reformatory type" 
are fair samples of the sort of be- 
haviour shown by Spanish Com- 
munists before the civil war started, 
then my sympathies ore bound to go 
forth to General Franco's endeavour 
to suppress them. These may bo 
controversial matters, though per- 
sonally I regard them os highly 
significant, and as important reliable 
testimony amidst a weller of lying 
propaganda from all sources. 

What Is beyond controversy, how- 
ever, scems to me to be the inadvi- 
sability of bringing these unhappy 
youngsters to this country, and, 
having done so, of permitting them 
to retain knives to be “occasionally 
produced.

We have our own unhappy young- 
sters, But so far, though there Js no 
saying how far !mported evil com- 
munications may corrupt good man- 
ners, we have had no such troubles 
in our sorely distressed arcas with 
British youths as the Spanish Rellet 
Committee has encountered in its re- 
fugee camps. I question whether 
the difference is explainable on the 
ground of shell shock. . 

With-n certain type of cmotional-

there. What necessity was, there to 
bring these Spanish youngsters away 
from their own land? It was, no 
matter what emotionalism may plead, 
a direct breach of the non-Interven- 
tion policy which we have so strenu- 
ously and futilely advocated, If the 
urge to benefaction was overwhelm- 
ing, are there not abundant direc- 
tions in which, even amongst young 
people in distress, it could satisfy its 
yeurnings: in our own country?

I feel that the Spanish Relief Com- 
mittee, had it looked sround,: might 
have found more useful philanthro- 
pie work nearer to Its hand in the 
rlums of some of our own great in- 
dustrial centres. In fuct, to be ex- 
plicit, I cannot resist the suspicion 
thut the emotionalism that took these 
Basque refugee children under its 
wint was influenced as much by 
political aversion from the Franco 
party as by sympathy with the 
sufferings of the other side. The 
whole thing savours unpleasantly of 
exhibitionism. And thot Is what the 
emotionalists malnly suffer’ from.

’ ‘The League of Nations Council has decided, in 
‘private session, to- refer the Chinese appeal for action 
against Japan under Article XVII of the, Coveriant, to the 
reconstructed Advisory Committee, originally consisting 


- of 23 nations, which will convene early next week. __ 


This decision allows for more elastic procedure than 
if the question were considered by | the Council itself. 
Dr. Wellington Koo, the Chinese representative here, has 
accepted the decision, subject to the reservation that if 
he can claim the right to refer the 
matter back to the Council and retain all his rights under 
Article XVII of the-Covenant. ; 

The most important feature of the decision of the 
League Council, the question of whether an American 
observer will sit on the committee, is unlikely to arise, at 


any rate in the immediate future.—Reuter, 
CONSIDERS INVITATION ENLISTING US. AID 
3 Washington, Sept. 16. 


The United States Government will 
consider carefully any Invitation by 
the League of Nations, such as that 
reportedly sent to Washington to 
participate jn the work of the recon- 
stituted Advosiry ‘Committee on Far 
East Affairs, declared Mr. Cordell 
Hull, Sceretary of State, in a press 
conference to-day. 

Mr: Hull declined to speculate with 
regard to what the Government's 
decision was likely to be, but he 
acknowledged the precedent for 
American co-operation ‘In the com~ 
mittees’ work established when the 
United States Government particl- 
pated, in a consultative capacity, on 
the occasion of the Manchurian crisis 
of 1933.

The Council, had one of the most 
extraordinary sessions in its history, 
considering at one meeting the Sino- 
Japanese, Mediterrancan crises, and 
the British Palestine proposals. 

The Spanish charge that Italy was 
responsible for the Mediterranean 
piracies caused an ominous sllence. 
Dr. Juan Negrin, the Spanish spokes- 
man, Indicated that he expected the 
Council to indict Italy.—United Press.
